“ That is a railro ad tie. ” It was o f 
tho reg ular size and po lished us smo o thly 
as a piece o f Italian marble. 
The g rain 
was so fine and the who le appearance 
was so artistic that it mig ht easily hav e 
been taken fo r a chip fro m a pillar o f a 
Grecian temple instead o f such a prac­ 
tical thing as a railro ad tie.

the inv ento r o f tho esthetic sleeper,

It is made o f paper, which I 
belio v e is to enter to a larg e ex tent in 
all building o peratio ns at no distant 
day . 
Tho g ro at enemy to the use o f 
paper fo r many thing s is mo isture, and 
in my inv entio n, o f co urse, a means had 
to l*s disco v ered to prev ent dampness 
fro m hav ing tho slig htest effect, as a 
railro ad tie being in the g ro und is sub­ 
jected co nstantly to it, and a ro tten tie 
mig ht cause tho lo ss o f many liv es aud 
much pro perty . 
The pro cess o f manu­ 
facture is secret to a certain ex tent, but 
tho tio is abso lutely tiro and water 
pro o f. 
There, I will thro w a pieeo o f 
tho prepared paper into tho fire. 
Yo u 
see it will no t burn. 
I hav e submerg ed 
it fo r week* and mo nths in bo th ho t and 
co ld water, and the mo isture has nev er 
been fo und inside the surface. 
Co nse­ 
quently it canno t ro t 
Tho ug h ap­ 
parently as hard as iro n, an o rdinary 
spiko can bo driv en into it witho ut diffi­ 
culty , and when the spiko is in po sitio n 
the material is o f such a nature that it 
clo se* aro und the iro n and ho lds it so 
firmly that it can nev er bo shaken 
lo o se. 
There is also a certain amo unt 
o f spring in the tie, and when there is a 
lo ad o n it it o perates as a so rt o f cushio n 
and takes away a certain amo unt o f jar 
fro m running cars. 
Under certain co n­ 
ditio ns, by slig htly altering the co m­ 
binatio n o f materials, the paper can bo 
made so hard that it will turn tho edg e 
o f the hardest to o l witho ut being mo re 
than scratched. 
The o rdinary wo o den 
tie will last abo ut fiv e y curs under the 
mo st fav o rable co nditio ns, while this 
paper will stand any kind o f weather fo r 
at least thirty y ears. 
“ This paper used is g enerally made 
of 
straw, tho ug h almo st any kind 
of fiber 
will do as welL 
Straw is preferred be­ 
cause it can be easily o btained, and the 
supply is unlimited. 
Thero are mills 
in the West where the straw is made up 
into bo ards. 
It is a larg e industry , and 
was first started to utilize the waste 
straw in the v ast West fo r fuel instead 
o f wo o d. 
This is a pay ing business, 
and fo rtunes are being made o ut of 
what o nly a few y ears ag o was thro wn 
away o r burned up as useless. 
These 
bo ards are put to g ether in lay ers, and 
after being treated to a liberal do se o f 
cement are put under a tremendo us 
pressure in a hy draulic machine. 
This 
fo rces the ato ms to g ether in a so lid 
mass. 
Under pressure a do zen bo ards 
will take the place o f o ne. 
Heat is also 
an ag ent in the manufacture o f paper 
ties, and they are tho ro ug hly baked in 
an o v en at a hig h temperature. 
Under 
the present imperfect co nditio ns and 
appliances it takes co nsiderable time to 
make a tie, but with ev ery thing built 
in acco rdance with my .planri they can 
be turned o ut quicker than they can be 
cut fro m trees, and at a much less co st. 
Tho number o f wo o den ties used ev ery 
y ear to co nstruct new and repair o ld 
ro ads is eno rmo us, and is a larg e» ele­ 
ment in tho disappearance o f fo rests in 
this co untry . It is my belief, fro m what 
I kno w o f paper, that it is destined to 
tako tho place o f wo o d in many tiling s, 
and this will g iv e pro tectio n to o ur 
fo rests. 
Leg islatio n can nev er pro tect 
the fo rests as lo ng as there is such a 
larg o demand fo r wo o d. 
“ The streng th and durability o f paper 
is well sho wn in car wheels made o f 
.this material. 
It makes an iro n wheel 
sick to co ntemplate a lig ht paper wheel 
running fo r y ears after it had been 
thro wn away as useless. 
Paper will 
no t o nly tako the place o f wo o d but also 
o f a g o o d many metals and o f sto ne­ 
ware. 
A po rtable paper bath-tub is 
o ne o f the latest ideas, and po ts, plates, 
kniv es, fo rks, sto v es, and eng ines made 
o f paper hav e a larg e and increasing 
market. 
A larg o part o f the beautiful 
bro nze o rnaments and statues seen in 
public places and o ffered fo r sale in 
sto res dev o ted to the sale o f ancient 
and mo dern bro nzes are made o f a co m­ 
po sitio n the principal element o f which 
is paper o r fiber. 
A man to -day can 
wear paper sho es and clo thes, eat fro m 
paper dishes with paper kniv es and 
fo rks, serv ed upo n a paper table, sit o n ' 
a paper chair, sleep in a paper bed, in 
a ro o m carpeted with paper, wash in a 
paper tub o r bo wl, liv e in a paper ho use, 
ride in a paper car o r carriag e, sail in a 
paper bo at, build up a fo rtune o n 
paper; and y et the industry is o nly in 
its infancy . 
Are any railro ads using 
my tie? 
No . 
They all admit its use­ 
fulness and are willing to try it with a 
big ‘if.’ This means that I hav e g o t to 
satisfy the clique which is the part o f 
ev ery railro ad in this co untry in the 
purchasing department, and the o nly 
way tliis can be do ne is to present them 
with y o ur inv entio n o r a co ntro lling in­ 
terest.

and passages are equ ally clean, and 
y ou wou ld look in v ain for a soiled spot 
or a grain of du st. 
Not a cracked or a 
tarnish ed pane of glass can be? fou nd in 
th e wh ole bu ilding. 
Ev ery th ing is 
wash ed, bru sh ed and wax ed with a care 
wo migh t well env v in many of ou r 
American h omes. 
Th e dormitories are 
regu larly scru bbed ev ery « lay and well 
v entilated. 
Th eir aspect is, h owev er, 
cu riou s. 
Each consists of a 
largo 
wh ite-wash ed, asph alt-floored room, in 
th e center of wh ich is an immense iron- 
trellised cage, armed on th e inside with 
spikes. 
Th is cage is div ided into ov er 
one h u ndred cells, each separated by 
sh eet-iron walls; each h as its bed, con­ 
sisting of a th in mattress, a pillow, a 
pair of sh eets of coarse tex tu re, and two 
cov erlets. 
Each nigh t th e prisoners aro locked 
in th ese narrow cells, and th u s repose 
perfectly isolated from each oth er. All 
arou nd th o dormitory ru n iron water- 
pipes, with taps fix ed at interv als, at 
wh ich th e conv icts are su pposed to per­ 
form th eir ablu tions. 
Water is general 
th rou gh ou t th e wh ole prison, and is to 
be met with on each story . 
Bath s, 
wh ich th e prisoners are compelled to 
make u se of at stated times, aro on th e 
grou nd floor. Th o prisoners h av e th ree 
meals per day . 
Iu th e morning, lu ke- 
warm milk and water and a piece of 
dry bread; at midday , a sou p composed 
of v egetables; in th e ev ening, coffee 
and brown bread. 
Sometimes th ey aro 
allowed a small qu antity of meat* bu t 
more often 
bacon. 
Th e prisoners, 
h owev er, can improv e u pon th is food 
by th e money th ey earn. 
Th ey h av e, 
in fact, a small interest in th eir work, 
fou r-six th s of wh ich is at th eir disposal, 
th e balance being v ery properly capi­ 
talized and h anded to th em on th eir 
dismissal. 
Ev ery th ing is condu cted 
with military discipline in a Du tch 
prison, wh ich allows neith er of ill-will 
nor qu estion. 
Th o du ngeons, a kind of 
su bterranean cells, aro for th e u nru ly , 
and iron for th o mu tinou s. 
No conv er­ 
sation is allowed between th e prisoners, 
du ring h ou rs of work. 
Perfect order 
prev ails, as a ru le, and attempts at es­ 
cape are ev ents u nknown.—Bro o k lyn 
Ma g a zine.

say s th e New York Ma il a nd Ex p ress, 
was in two bu ildings, one said to con­ 
tain 4 00,000 v olu mes, and th e oth er 
3 00,000. Th e former was destroy ed 
accidentally by soldiers. 
Th e oth er 
library was su bsequ ently increased, and 
su rpassed th e part of th e library th at 
was bu rned, bu t was finally totally de­ 
stroy ed by th o Caliph Ornan, wh ose 
narrowness of mind cou ld see noth ing 
worth y of preserv ation ou tside th e 
koran. 
“If th ese writings agreo with 
th e koran,” Ornan is reported to h av e 
said, “th ey are u seless and need not bo 
preserv ed; if th ey disagree th ev are 
perniciou s and ou gh t to be destroy ed 
and th e scrolls of th o A*ast repository 
were distribu ted to th e 4,000 bath s in 
th e city , and Av ere six month s being 
bu rned. 
Many books of roy al an­ 
tiqu ity Av ere destroy ed by roy al edict, 
oth ers bv decrees of cou ncils, and still 
oth ers fell u nder th o anath ema of th e 
Pope. 
Th e Roman Ch u rch h as been 
especially inimical to literatu re, and 
again and again h as sh e attempted to 
silence all wh o opposed h er doctrines 
and j>olity . 
Pope Alex ander VI. or­ 
dered all books preju dicial to th e ch u rch 
to be bu rned. 
Pope Gregory VII. 
ordered th e Palestine Apollo to be de­ 
stroy ed by fire, a library th at h ad been 
enrich ed by sev eral emperors. 
Th o 
distinction between profane and sacred 
literatu re dates 
dou btless from th is 
time, all works not sanctioned by th o 
ch u rch being declared profane. 
Th o 
Jesu its « piito effectu ally stamped ou t 
th e literatu re and destroy ed th e na­ 
tional independence of th e Boh emians 
by th eir proscriptions. 
How mu ch h as 
h istory and literatu re lost th rou gh th o 
famou s Index es? Th o Index Av as a cat­ 
alogu e of books forbidden to be read. 
Anoth er list called th e Ex pu rgatorv In­ 
dex contained th e titles of books th at 
were to be amended by th e ch u rch . 
Cath olics, hoA\eArer, Av ere not th e only 
destru ctionists. 
Th e reformers h ad 
th eir bonfires, selecting for th eir prey 
illu minated manu scripts, th e Pu ritans 
Av aged Av ar on popish books; Jews 
bu rned pagan books, and Romans Jew­ 
ish books; and in th ese conflagrations, 
wh ilo th e world h as been rid of mu ch 
th at wou ld bo an incu mbrance and 
offense to th o alcoA’es of ou r modern 
libraries, y et th ere can be no dou bt 
th at religiou s zeal and partisan spirit 
h as depriv ed u s of mu ch v alu able 
treasu re. 
A v alu able manu script of th e 
book of Genesis, belonging to th e Cot­ 
tonian library , was partially destroy ed 
by fire in 17 31. Th is manu script was 
illu strated with 250 paintings. 
Of th is 
nu mber only twenty -one were sav ed. 
Classic stu dents lament ov er th e lost 
books of Liv y . 
We h av e only th irty - 
fiv e books of th is au th or ou t of 140. 
Of Tacitu s avg h av e a little more th an 
fou r books ou t of th irty , “y et Tacitu s 
iu fragments is still th e colossal torso 
of h istory .” It is impossible to esti­ 
mate Av h at we h av e su ffered in th e loss 
of Varro’s li\res of 7 00 distingu ish ed 
Romans and Atticu s’ “Acts of Eminent 
Citizens of Rome.” 


Th e Untu tored Sav age.

The In terior of a Pompeiian House. 
A well-kn own house in Pompeii (No. 
39, in the secon d in sula of the eighth 
region ), n amed after the 
Emperor 
Joseph II., who visited it when first 
laid bare, a cen tury agii, lias lately been 
completely excavated 
It is three- 
storied an d of terrace con struction , 
havin g been built again st the steep sid e 
of the moun tain . 
The upper story 
presen ts 
the 
usual 
plan 
of 
a 
Homan house. 
A staircase of twen ty- 
eight very well preserved steps of 
Ycsuvian lava, d ivid ed in to three flights 
or lan d in gs, lead s to the lower floor. 
The topmost lan d in g an d the two upper 
portion s of the staircase have wood en 
balusters; the lower portion , which is 
also the largest, is vaulted over. 
Two 
very plain rooms, with rough walls, on e 
of them havin g a hearth, open on to 
this staircase. 
At its foot there is a 
lon g passage lead in g to a back stair­ 
case, which again led to the upper story. 
Proceed in g, howeVer, straight on , the 
visitor will fin d himself in a court or 
kin d of peristyle, on each of two sid es 
of which there are two chambers, the 
third sid e bein g occupied by a large 
room, most probably the triclin ium or 
d in n in g-room. 
The fourth sid e open s 
on to a great terrace, from which the 
courtyard an d .the rooms are lighted , 
Ben eath this terrace is the lowest story, 
comprisin g the various offices, kitchen , 
bakery, mill bath, etc. 
The bath con ­ 
sists of a tepid arium, a vaulted room, 
with a white mosaic floor, the walls 
pain ted yellow; a calid arium, 
also 
vaulted , 
the 
walls 
ad orn ed with 
* pictures on a red groun d , the floor 
mosaic; the frigid arium, circular, as 
usual, havin g a cupola formed vaulted 
room, with an air open in g in the mid d le, 
furn ished with a wid e ven tilatin g shaft 
of terra cotta, which lead s upward 
through the floor of the superimposed 
terrace in to the open air. 
There are 
four n iches in the wall of the frigid arium 
furn ished with slabs for sittin g. 
The 
floor is orn amen ted with mosaic.—Lo n - 
d o n Times.

T here it took an other course toward a well 
n ear at han d . 
The water from this well had 
for years been tain ted with tho d rain age from 
a receivin g vault, the percolation s of which 
had d iscolored tho earth! 
Terrible!

A wimd ar con d ition of thin gs exists in everv 
vd ln g j an I citv where well w ater is used , an d 
though tho filterin g which the iluid s receive in 
passin g througu tho earth may give them a 
clear appearan ce, yet the poison an d d isease 
remain s, though the water may look n ever so 
clear. 
it is still worso with tho farm er, for the 
d rain age from tho barn yard an d tho slops 
from the kitchen even tually fin d their way in ­ 
to tho family well.

. 
Tho same con d ition of thin gs o usts in our 
largo cities, who e water supplies aro rivers 
fed by little stream s that carry off the filth 
an d d rain age from houses. 
ILiis w ater is 
even tually d run k by rich an d poor aliko with 
great evil. 
iximo cautious people resort to tho n iter 
for purifyin g this water, but even the filter 
d ocs n ot removo this poison , for water of the 
m ost d ead ly character may pass through this 
filter an d become clear, yot the poison d is­ 
guised is there. 
They who uso filters kn ow that they m ust 
be ren ewed at regular period s, for even though 
they d o n ot take out all the im purity, tlioy 
soon become foul. 
Now in like m an n er the hum an kid n eys act 
as a filter for tho blood , an d if they $ro filled 
up with im purities an d become foul, like the 
filter, all the blood in the system coursin g 
through them becomes bad , for it is n ow a 
con ced ed fact that toe kid n eys are tho chief 
m ean s whereby tho blood is purified . 
These 
organ s are filled with thousan d s of h a ir-like 
tu b e* which d rain the im purities from tho 
blood , as tlie sower pipes d rain im purities 
from our housos. 
If a sower pipe breaks un d er tho house, the 
scwago escapes in to tho earth an d fills the 
bouse with poison ous gas; so if an y of tho 
thousan d an d on e little hair-liko sewer tubes 
of the kid n eys break d own , tho en tiro bod y is 
affected by tills aw ful poison . 
It is a scien tific fact that tho kid n eys have 
few n erves of sen sation ; an d , con sequen tly, 
d isease may ex st in these organ s for a lon g 
tim e an d n ot bo suspected by the in d ivid ual 
It is impossible to filter or take tho d eath out 
of the blood when tho least d eran gem en t ex­ 
ists in these organ s, an d if tho blood is n ot 
filtered then tho uric acid , or kid n ey poison , 
rem ovable on ly by W arn er’s safe euro, accu­ 
m ulates in the system an d attacks an y organ , 
prod ucin g n in e out of ten ailm en ts, just a« 
Hewer gas an d bad d rain age prod uce so man y 
fatal d isord ers. 
Kid n ey d isease may be kn own to exist if 
there is an y m arked d eparturo from ord in ary 
health w ithout apparen t kn own cause, an d it 
should be un d erstood by all th at the greatest 
peril exists, an d is in ten sified , if there is tho 
least n eglect to treat it prom ptly with th at 
g reat specific, W arn er’s eafo euro, a rem ed y 
that has received the highest recogn ition by 
scien tific men who have thoroughly in vesti­ 
gated tho character of kid n ey d eran gem en ts. 
They .m ay n ot tell us that the cause of so 
man y d iseases in this organ is tho im pure 
w ater or an y other on o thin g, but this poison ­ 
ous w ater with its im purities coursin g con ­

Logan in an ambulan ce—that is I slept 
part of the n ight in the ambulan ce, tho 
rest of it un d er it.

The rector ad vised him n ot 
to go to Bulgaria, but to the—lun atic asylum! 
Polojuchtow began to seo that ho was bein g 
hoax ed , an d d rove back to his house as fast 
as n ossible. The d eputation from Bulgaria 
had n ot waited for d in n er, but had carried 
off all the valuables, mon ey an d pajiers which 
they foun d in his bureau.—Ban Fran cisco 
Chron icle.

The M aterial for Cannon. 
A well kn own character of cen tral New 
York is William II. Kweefc, of Syracuse, o i 
whom a frien d said Recen tly: "There i.s on ly 
on e Bill Sweet in the world .” Mr. Sweet is 
at the head of an iron man ufactory which 
bears lus n ame. 
He was iu New York a d ay 
or two ago. 
While in con vei-sation with Mr. 
Sweet, the subject of govern men t armamen t 
came up, when he said : "I have con ten d ed 
for twen ty-five years that the proper material 
for makin g can n on is cast steel. 
As lon g age 
as 1804 I cast a steel in got of 90,000 poun d s 
weight an d sen t it to Washin gton , where it 
was tested , an d I then gave my opin ion that 
this was the material for can n on . The proper 
method of treatin g it is to cool the steel after 
man ufacture to a poin t of 40 d egs. below 
zero an d then grad ually heat it un til it is 
med ium red hot, an d keep it in that con d ition 
for a week or ten d ays, an d then grad ually 
allow it to cool. When that has been d on e it 
has merely to be bored out for a can n on . It 
will lie wholly superior to an vthin g that has 
been hammered . It will have tbe necenary 
elasticity and strength. There is n o necessity 
to d o an ythin g with the outsid e ex cept to 
pamt it over. Even if it is a little rough, it 
is n ot the outsid e that counts in a cannon : it 
is tbe bore.—New York Tribune.
